or  taken  Ironi  lands  in  said  Distrief-:  I'rorideil.  'I'liat  ii«t  entry  siiali  be 
allowed  extendiiijH'  more  than  eijjiiity  r"ds  aloni^'  I  he  shore  olaiiy  navi- 
j;able  watei'.  and  alon.u'  such  shoie  a  si)acc  '.d'  at  least.  ei,uli).\'  rods  shall 
be  reser\  ed  from  entry  between  all  siicii  ehiims,  ami  that  notiiino-  iierein 
contained  shall  lie  so  construed  as  to  antiu>ri/e  entries  to  be  made,  or 
title  to  be  aequired.  to  the  shore  of  any  navi^uable  waters  within  said 
District  And  it  ix  Jurther  proridrd,  That  no  homestead  shall  exceed 
eiohty  acres  in  extent. 

Ska).  L'.  That  the  rii^ht  of  way  through  the  lands  of  the  Tnited  States 
in  the  I)istii(!t  of  Alaska  is  heieby  ,t;raiited  to  any  laiiroau  comi>any, 
duly  organized  under  the  laws  ul'  any  State  or  Territory  or  by  the 
Con.tiiess  of  the  Tnited  States,  which  may  hereafter  lile  for  record  with 
the  Secretary  tif  the  Interior  a  copy  of  its  artiirU's  of  iiUHuporation,  and 
due  ])roofs  of  its  organization  uiuler  the  same,  to  the  extent  of  one 
hundred  feet  on  each  side  of  the  center  lineof.sai<l  road;  also  the  right 
to  take  from  the  lands  ot'the  I'niled  States  adjacent  to  the  line  of  said 
road,  material,  earth,  stone,  and  timber  necessary  for  the  construction 
of  said  railroad:  also  the  rigiit  to  take  for  railroad  uses,  subject  to  tiie 
reservation  of  all  minerals  and  coal  tiierein,  public  lands  adjacent  to 
said  right  of  way  for  static  n  buildings,  dejiots,  machine  sho])s,  side 
tracks,  turnouts,  water  ot.itions,  and  terminals,  and  other  legitimate 
railroad  i)urposes,  not  to  exceed  in  amnun!  twenty  acres  fur  each  station, 
to  the  extent  of  one  station  for  each  ten  miles  of  its  road,  excepting  at 
termiimls  and  junction  points,  which  may  incdude  additional  forty  acires, 
to  be  limited  on  im\  igable  wafers  to  eighty  rods  on  the  shore  line,  and 
with  the  right  to  use  such  additional  ground  as  may  in  the  o])inion  of 
the  Secretary  of  the  Interior  be  nceessaiy  where  there  are  heavy  cuts 
or  lilis:  Prodded,  That  nothing  herein  contained  shall  be  so  construed 
as  to  give  to  such  railroad  company,  its  lessees,  grantees,  or  assigns  the 
ownership  or  use  of  minerals,  including  coal,  within  the  limits  of  its 
right  of  way,  or  of  the  lands  heielty  granted:  I ' ro r i il rd  J'lir titer, 'VUnt 
all  miniiigoperations  pros«'cuted  or  undertaken  within  tiie  liniitsof such 
right  of  way  or  of  the  lands  hereby  granted  shall,  under  rules  and  regu- 
lalions  to  be  prescribed  by  the  Se("retary  of  the  InteriiU',  beso  c(  '.noted 
as  not  to  injure  or  interfere  with  tlu^  property  or  operations  of  the  road 
over  its  said  lands  or  right  of  way.  And  when  such  railway  shall  con- 
nect with  any  navigalde  stream  or  tide  water  such  company  shall  have 
l)ower  to  construct  and  maintain  necessary  piers  and  wharves  for  con- 
nection with  water  transi)ortation,  subject  to  tiie  supervision  of  the 


Sfcrotary  i)f  tlicTrensury:  Pror'xJcd^  Tliat  norliiiijfiii  tin's  Act  coiitaiiii'd 
KJiall  bt!  coiistiiK'd  as  iiM]iairiiiy  in  any  dcuioe  the  title  of  any  >Statt^ 
that  may  iHTcalttT  be  erected  out  of  said  District,  or  any  pint  thereof, 
to  tide  lands  and  beds  ot'  any  ol'  its  imviyable  waters,  or  the  \\'^\\X  of 
such  State  to  rcjinlate  the  use  thereoi",  nor  the  right  of  tiie  I'niled 
States  to  re.sunie  jxosession  of  such  lands,  it  bein.u  declared  that  all 
such  ri;ihls  shall  continue  to  be  held  by  the  I'nitcd  States  in  trusr  for 
the  i)eoplo  oi"  any  State  or  States  which  may  hcrealter  be  eiected  out 
of  said  District.  The  term  ••na\'i.i;able  wateis,"  as  herein  used,  .shall 
be  held  to  include  al!  tidal  waters  up  to  the  line  of  ordinary  iiigh  tide 
and  all  nontidal  waters  na\  if;able  in  fact  up  to  the  line  of  ordinary 
hi;^h  water  mark.  That  all  diaries  for  the  traiisportation  of  freight 
and  passengers  on  railroads  in  tlie  District  of  Alaska  shall  be  printed 
and  i)osted  as  re<iuired  by  s(  ction  six  of  an  Act  to  regulate  eominerce 
as  amended  on  March  second,  eighteen  hundred  and  eighty-inne,  and 
such  rates  shall  be  subject  to  revision  and  moditication  by  the  Secretary 
of  the  Inteiior. 

Sec.  ;},  That  any  railroad  eom])any  whose  right  of  way,  or  whose 
trade  or  roadbed  upon  such  right  of  way,  jiasses  through  any  canyo'i, 
pass,  or  delile  shall  not  i)revent  any  other  railroad  company  from  the 
use  and  occui)ancy  of  s;ii<l  canyon,  pass,  or  deiile  for  the  i»ur])oses  of 
its  road,  in  (ionimou  with  the  road  f  rst  located,  or  the  crossing  of  other 
railroads  at  grade;  and  the  location  of  such  right  of  way  through  any 
canyon,  i)ass,  or  detile  shall  not  cause  the  disuse  of  any  tramway, 
wagon  road,  or  other  ])ublic  highway  now  located  therein,  nor  prevent 
the  location  through  tiie  same  of  any  such  tramway,  wagon  road,  or 
highway  where  such  tramway,  wagon  road,  or  highway  may  be  neces- 
sary for  the  i)ublic  accommodation;  and  where  any  change  iu  the  loca- 
tion of  such  tramway,  wagon  road,  or  highway  is  necessary  to  i)ermit 
the  passage  of  such  railroad  through  any  canyon,  pass,  or  delile,  said 
railroad  company  shall,  before  entering  upon  the  ground  occupiiul  by 
such  tramway,  wagon  road,  oi"  highway,  cause  the  same  to  be  rect)n- 
stru(!ted  at  its  own  expense  in  the  most  favorable  locati(jn,  and  iu  as 
perfect  a  manner  as  theoriginal  load  or  tramway:  l'roriile>J,  That  such 
expenses  shall  be  e(p.iitably  divided  between  any  number  of  railroad 
comi)anies  (tccupying  and  using  tlie  same  canyon,  i)ass,  or  defile,  and 
that  whei'c  the  space  is  linuted  the  United  States  district  court  shall 
require  th(>  load  iirst  constructed  to  allow  any  other  railroad  or  trim 
way  to  pass  over  its  tra(dv  or  tracks  through  such  canyon.  ])ass,  or  detile

That  any  such 
company,  by  tiling  with  the  Secretary  of  the  Interior  a  preliminary 
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actual  survey  and  ijlatot'its  projiosod  mute,  sliall  liave  tlic  ii,i>lit  at  any 
tiiiu'  within  one  year  tliercaltcr.  to  iile  tlir  inai»  and  prolile  <>t  delinitc 
loration  provided  tor  in  this  Act,  and  such  |)icliniinaiy  survey  an<l  |dat 
slmll,  dnrin}^  the  said  ju'riod  of  one  year  Ironi  the  time  ot  lilin;:."  the 
same,  havetlie  elVeet  to  render  all  the  lands  on  whieli  said  preiiminaiy 
survey  and  ])]at  sliall  i)ass  subject  to  such  ri,:;ht  ol'  way. 

Si:c.  ."».  That  any  comiiany  dcsiriau'  to  secure  t!  i'  lienclits  ot  tliis  Act 
siiall,  witliin  twelve  months  alter  lliinjitlie  preliminarx'  nni))  ol'  location 
of  its  roiul  as  herciid)erore  prcscrilted.  wlictiu'r  U))on  surveyed  orunsur- 
veyed  lands,  iile  witli  tiie  I'e-istei-  of  t!ie  land  oilice  tor  the  (listrict  where 
.>uch  hind  is  located  a  uni])  aiul  juolile  of  at  least  a  twenty  nnie  section 
(d'  its  road  or  a  pmlih*  of  its  entire  road  if  less  tlian  twenty  nn'les,  as 
delinitely  lixe<l.  and  siiidl  thereafter  each  year  delinitely  locate  and  lih». 
a  nuip  of  such  location  as  iifor<'said  of  m)t  less  than  twenty  miles  addi- 
tional of  its  line  (»f  road  until  the  <';itire  road  has  been  thus  delinitely 
located,  and  upon  approval  thereof  by  the  Secretary  ot'  the  Inleriiir  the 
same  sindl  be  noteci  upon  the  I'ccords  of  s;iid  oilice,  and  thereafter  all 
su«;h  lainls  over  which  such  rif^iit  of  way  shall  ])ass  shall  be  disposed  of 
subject  to  such  ri^rht  of  way :  I'roriilrd,  'i'hat  if  any  secti(Ui  of  said  road 
shall  not  be  completed  within  one  year  altei  the  delinite  local  ion  of  said 
section  so  approved,  or  if  the  map  of  delinite  location  be  m)t  hied  within 
one  year  as  herein  icquired.or  if  the  entire  road  shall  not  be  (  onipleted 
Avithin  four  years  from  the  (ilinji'  of  the  mai>  of  detinite  location,  the 
rifihts  lieiein  jiranted  shall  be  forieited  as  to  any  such  unconpleted 
section  ol'  said  road,  and  thereui>on  shall  r«'vcrt  to  the  I'nited  f^tates 
without  further  action  or  deelai'aticui,  the  notati(»n  of  such  uncom|)leted 
seetion  upon  the  records  of  the  iaiul  oilice  shall  be  caiu'eled,  and  the 
reser\  aliens  of  such  lands  fi»r  the  purposes  of  said  riu'lit  of  way,  stations, 
and  ternunals  shall  cease  and  beiMune  null  and  voiil  without  further 
action. 

kSec.  0.  That  the  8ecretaiy  of  the  Interior  is  hereby  authorized  to 
issue  a  i)ernnt,  b\-  instrument  in  writing-,  in  conformity  with  and  sul»- 
.jcet  to  the  re8tii(rtioiis  herein  contained,  unto  any  ivspousible  ])ersMii, 
comitany,  or  corporation,  for  a  liuht  of  way  over  the  public  donuiin  in 
said  District,  not  to  exceed  one  hnndi'cd  feet  in  width,  and  <>ronnd  l(U' 
station  and  other  necessary  ])urposes,  uot  to  exceed  live  acres  for  each 
station  for  each  live  miles  of  road,  to  construct  wap)n  loads  and  wire 
rope,  aerial,  or  r)tliei'  tramways,  and  the  privile,ye  of  taking'  all  lu'ces- 
sary  mateiial  from  the  public  doi  lain  in  said  District  for  tlu'  construc- 
tion of  sucii  waj;'()U  roads  or  tramways,  tojiefluir  with  the  rijiht,  subject 
to  sujiervision  a.nd  at  rates  to  be  appioved  by  said  Secretary,  to  levy 
and  collect  toll  or  frei.i'ht  and  jiasscuiier  charges  on  i)asseii}?ers,aninnils, 
trei^'ht,  or  veiiich  s  ])assin;;'  c>ver  the  saini^  fir  a  period  not  exceed in.ji' 
twenty  years,  ami  said  Secretary  is  also  authorized  to  sell  to  the  owner 
or  owners  of  any  such  wauon  I'oad  or  tramway,  upon  the  e(unpietion 
thereof,  iK)t  to  ex<'eed  twenty  acres  of  public  land  at  each  terminus  at 
one  dollar  and  tweritylive  cents  jier  acre,  such  lainls  when  ]o(;ated  at  or 
neai"  tide  water  not  to  (Extend  more  than  forty  idds  in  widih  alon.n'  the 
shore  line  ami  the  title  theieto  to  be  upon  such  expressed  conditions  as 
in  his  Jnd,iinient  may  be  necessary  to  ])rotect  the  public  interest,  and 
all  miiu'rals,  including  coal,  in  such  rijiiit  of  way  or  station  j;rounds  shall 
be  reserved  to  the  I  nited  States:  l',\>ruh<i.  That  such  lands  \\v,\\  be 
located  coneuirently  with  tin*  line  of  such  road  <u'  tiamway.  and  tlie  plat 
of  prelinunary  survey  and  the  nmp  of  delinite  location  shall  be  liled  a« 
in  the  case  of  railroails  and  subject  to  the  same  conditmns  and  lindta-

.Secretary  of  the  liiteiior  shall  decline  to  <jriiiit  such  li^iit  of  way,  if, 
in  his  o]»inion,  the  iuterests  of  the  p<ublic  would  be  injuriously  atlected 
thereby.  >.'or  shall  an'y  riyht  to  collect  toll  upon  any  w  ap^on  road  in 
said  District  l)e  .iiranted  or  inure  to  any  ]>ersnn,  cor])oration,  or  com- 
]»any  until  it  shall  be  made  to  api)ear  to  the  satisfaction  of  said  Secre- 
tary that  at  least  an  averasje  of  live  hundred  dollars  per  mile  has  been 
actually  expenilcd  iii  eonstructinjj-  such  road:  and  all  jtersons  are  pio- 
hibired  from  eollectins"  or  atteiii]>tin}i'  to  collect  toll  over  any  waji,()n 
road  in  said  District,  unless  sucli  perso>i  or  the  (;omi»any  or  person  for 
whom  he  acts  sjudl  at  the  time  and  phn^e  the  collection  is  made  or 
attempted  to  be  made  ])ossess  written  authority,  signed  by  the  Secictary 
of  the  Interior,  authorizing'  the  collection  and  specifying  the  rates  of 
toll:  rrorided.  That  accurate  printed  copies  of  said  written  authi)rit.y 
IVoiu  the  Secretary  of  the  Inteiior,  including  tfdi,  freight,  and  jiasseiiger 
charges  thereby  approved,  shall  be  ke])t  constantly  and  cons])icnously 
])osted  at  each  station  where  toll  is  demanded  or  colh^cted.  And  any 
jieison,  cor])oration,  or  com])any  collecting  or  attempting  to  collect  toll 
without  sucdi  written  authority  fiom  the  Secretary  of  the  Interior,  or 
failing  to  kec])  the  same  i)osted  as  luMcin  I'ecpiired.  shall  be  deemed 
guilty  of  a  nnsdemeanor,  and  on  conviction  theieof  shall  be  lined  for 
each  otfense  not  less  than  tilty  dollars  nor  more  than  live  hundred  dol- 
lars, and  in  default  of  ])ayment  of  such  line  and  (-osts  ol'  piosecutiou 
shall  be  imi)risoiie(I  in  jail  not  exceeding  niiu'ty  days,  or  until  such 
line  and  costs  of  prosecution  shall  have  been  paid. 

That  any  person,  cori)oratio]i.  or  com])auy  (pialilied  to  construct  a 
wagon  road  or  tramway  under  the  provisions  of  this  Act  that  may 
heretofore  have  constructed  iu)t  less  than  one  mile  of  road,  at  a  <!Ost  of 
not  less  than  live  humlred  dollars  ))ei'  mile,  or  one  half  mile  of  tramway 
at  a  cost  of  in)t  less  than  five  hundred  dollars;  shall  have  the  prior 
right  to  ajtidy  for  such  light  of  way  and  for  lands  at  stations  ami  ter- 
minals and  to  obtain  the  same  pursuant  to  the  })rovisioiis  of  this  Act 
o\er  and  along  the  line  hitlierto  constructed  or  actually  being  improved 
by  the  apiilicant,  including  wharves  connected  therewith.  That  if  any 
])arty  to  whom  license  has  been  granted  to  construct  such  wagon  road 
or  tramway  shall,  for  the  ])eriod  of  one  year,  fail,  neglect,  or  refuse  to 
com])lete  tlie  same,  the  rights  herein  grant«'d  .shall  be  forfeited  as  to  any 
such  un(;ompleted  section  of  said  wagon  road  or  tramway,  and  there- 
n])on  shall  revert  to  the  United  States  without  further  action  or  deda 
ration,  the  notation  of  such  uncompleted  s<>ctiou  upon  the  records  of 
the  land  oflice  shall  be  canceled,  and  the  reservations  of  such  lands  for 
the  purposes  of  saitl  right  of  way  shall  cease  and  become  null  and  void 
without  further  action.  And  if  siudi  road  or  tramway  shall  not  be 
kept  in  good  condition  iov  use,  the  Secretary  of  the  Interior  may  pro- 
hibit the  collection  ol  toll  thereon  pending  the  making  of  necessary 
repairs. 


'JMiiit  all  nioitfraffos  executed  1)\  any  ('Oinpiiiiy  nc(|niriii;:  a  rijjlit  of 
way  iiiuler  tliis  Act,  u])()ii  any  i)()rti()n  of  its  r(»a(l  that  may  b«^  con- 
st nictt'd  in  said  District  of  Alaska,  shall  be  recorded  witli  tlic  Secretary 
of  the  Interioi',  and  the  record  thereofsliall  be  notice  (d' tiieir  execution, 
and  shall  bo  a  li<'n  npon  all  tlie  rijjhts  and  i)roi)erty  of  said  company 
as  therein  exjtressed.  and  snch  iMOitf^auc^  slial!  also  be  rei-orded  in  the 
olhce  of  the  secretary  of  the  District  of  Alaska  and  in  the  ollice  of  the 
secretary  of  the  State  or  Territory  wliercin  such  company  is  organized:

the  a])proval  (if  this  .".ct,  proof  is  made  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  Secre- 
tary ot  the  Inti'rior  that  actu.d  sur\eys.  evidenced  by  desiunated  monu 
nients,  were  mad«'.  aid  the  line  of  a  railroad,  wajion  I'oad  or  tramway 
loi-ated  therel)y.or  that  actual  construction  was  <'oiMmenced  on  the  line 
of  any  railroad,  wajion  road  oi'  tramway,  i)rior  to  .January  twenty-tirst, 
eijihteen  lumdred  and  ninety<  if>ht,  the  ri<;lits  to  inure  hereunder  shall, 
if  the  terms  of  this  Act  are  complied  with  as  to  such  railroad.  wa<i'on 
road  or  tramway,  relate  back  to  the  date  when  su(;ii  surveyor  construc- 
tion was  commence<l :  and  in  all  contiicts  relative  to  the  rijilit  of  way  or 
other  jtrivih'fie  of  this  Act  the  person,  comi)any  oi'  coijjoration  having 
been  tirst  in  time  in  actual  survey  or  construction,  as  the  case  may  be, 
shall  1)0  deemed  tirst  in  rijiht. 

Si;(".  !>.  That  the  map  and  })rofile  of  definite  location  of  such  railroad, 
waji'on  road,  or  tramway,  to  be  tiled  as  hereinbefore  ])rovided,  sliall, 
when  the  line  ])asses  over  surveyed  lands,  indicate  the  location  of  the 
road  by  reference  to  section  or  other  established  survey  (corners,  and 
Avhcre  such  line  passes  over  unsurveyed  lands  the  location  thereon 
iShall  be  indicated  by  courses  and  distances  and  by  references  to  natural 
objects  and  ])ermanent  monuments  in  such  nninner  that  the  location  of 
the  road  may  be  readily  determined  by  reference  to  descriptions  given 
in  connection  with  said  i)rolile  map. 

Sec.  10.  That  any  citizen  of  the  (nited  States  twenty  one  years  of 
age,  or  any  association  of  such  citizens,  or  any  corjjoration  incorporated 
under  the  laws  of  the  I'nited  States  or  of  any  State  or  TerritfTy  now 
authorized  by  law  to  lu)ld  lands  in  the  Territories,  hereafter  in  the 
jiossession  of  and  oc*'Ui)ying  ])ublic  lauds  in  the  J)istrict  of  Alaska  in 
good  faith  for  the  i)uri)oses  of  trade,  manufacture,  or  other  productive 
in<lustry,  may  each  purchase  one  claim  only  not  exceeding  eighty  acres 
of  such  land  for  any  one  ])erson,  association,  or  corporation,  at  two  dol- 
lars and  fifty  <ent8  per  acre,  tipou  submission  of  ])roof  that  said  aiea 
embraces  improvements  of  the  claimant  and  is  needed  in  the  prosecution 
of  such  trade,  manufacture,  or  other  prod;-.,';tive  industry,  such  tract 
of  land  not  to  include  mineral  or  coal  lands,  and  ingress  and  egress 
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sliiill  bo  icsoivcd  to  the  public  nii  tlio  wiitors  of  all  stroains.  '.vlictlifr 
luivii-iiliU^  or  otliciwisc:  I'roridnl,  That  no  entry  sliali  be  allowt'tl 
under  tliis  Act  on  iantls  abiittin*,^  on  naviyable  water  of  inoi-e  tlian 
ci;^lit>  lods:  /'nwitlnl  furtlirr,  TliMt  tbcie  shall  lie  lesciveU  by  the 
rniled  States  a  space  of  cijuhty  I'ods  in  width  lietween  tracts  sold  or 
entered  nuder  tlu^  provisions  of  this  Act  oti  lands  abiittinji'  on  anv 
navij-able  strcain.  iidet,  ;^nir.  Itay.  or  seashore,  and  that  tiie  Secretary 
of  the  interior  may  j^iant  the  use  of  sucii  reserve<l  lands  abuttin<;  on 
the  water  front  ro  any  citizen  or  association  of  citizens,  or  to  any  cor- 
poration incorporated  undei  Tli«'  laws  of  the  Tnired  States  or  under 
the  laws  of  any  State  or  Territory,  for  landings,  and  wharves,  witn 
the  provision  that  the  publi(;  shall  have  access  t'>  and  proper  use  td' 
such  wharves,  and  laiMlin;is,  at  leasonabh^  rates  oi'  toll  to  be  )»re 
scribed  by  said  Secretary,  and  a  roadway  sixty  feet  in  width,  paralh>l 
to  the  shor«'  line  as  near  as  may  be  practicable,  sball  be  reserved  for 
the  use  of  the  publi(^  as  a  liiyiiway :  I'roviilrd  J'nrthn-.  That  in  case 
more  than  on«^  person,  association,  or  corporation  shall  claim  tiie  same 
tract  of  land,  the  ])erson,  association,  or  corporation  havinjj;  the  piior 
claim,  by  reason  of  actual  possession  wnd  continued  occupation  in  nood 
faith,  shall  be  eiititU'd  to  purchase  the  same,  but  where  several  persons 
ai'e  or  may  be  so  possessed  of  parts  of  the  tract  applied  for  the  same 
shall  be  awarded  to  them  according;  to  their  respective  interests:  I'ro- 
riiiid  /'iirtlicr,  That  all  claims  substantially  sjpiare  in  f")rm  and  lawfully 
initiated.  |)rior  to  January  twentylirsr  einhteen  hundred  and  ninety- 
ei.uht,  by  survey  or  otherwise,  under  sections  tweh-e  and  thirteen  of  tlie 
A(!t  approved  .Mai'ch  third,  eiolitcen  liundred  and  ninety one  (Twenty- 
sixtii  Statutes  at  Larjre.  Chaitter  fp.c  hundred  and  sixty  one),  nmy  be 
perfect'.'d  and  patente('  u])ou  compliance  with  the  provisions  of  saiil 
Act,  but  subject  to  th'j  )e<iuiremeiits  and  provisions  of  this  Act,  except 
as  to  area,  but  in  no  case  shall  such  entry  extend  alon}>'  the  water  front 
for  more  than  (Uie  hundred  and  sixty  rcjds:  And  prorhii'il  fiirUicy.  That 
the  Secretary  of  the  Interior  shall  reserve  for  the  use  of  the  natives  of 
Alaska  suilai)Ie  tracts  of  hunl  alonji"  the  water  front  of  any  stream,  inlet, 
bay.  or  sea  shoi<.^  for  landing  places  tor  canoes  and  other  craft  used  by 
siu'ii  natives:  I'rorided,  That  (he  Annette.  L'ribilof  Islands,  and  the 
islands  leased  or  oc(!ui)ied  for  the  propaj^ation  of  tbxes  be  excepted  from 
the  (»pei'ation  of  this  Act. 

That  all  allidavits,  testimony,  proofs,  and  other  i)apers  provided  for 
by  this  Act  and  by  said  Act  of  March  third,  eighteen  hundred  and 
ninety  one.  or  by  any  departuu'utal  or  Executive  rej,ida(ion  thereunder, 
by  depositions  or  otherwise,  under  c(unmission  from  the  register  and 
receiver  of  the  land  ollico,  whi(di  may  have  been  or  may  hereafter  be 
taken  and  sworn  to  any  where  in  the  Tnited  States,  befo'.e  any  court. 
Judge,  or  other  ol'licer  aulliori/ed  by  law  to  administer  an  oath,  shall 
be  adnuttcd  in  evidence  as  if  taken  before  the  register  and  leceiver  ol" 
the  pro|)er  local  land  ol'iice.  And  thereafter  such  proof,  together  with 
a  certilied  copy  of  the  field  notes  ami  i)Iat  of  the  survey  of  the  claim, 
shall  be  tiled  in  the  oHice  of  the  surveyor-general  of  tiie  I  district  of 
Alaska,  and  if  such  survey  and  iilat  shall  be  approved  by  him,  certified 
copies  thereof,  together  with  the  claimant's  application  to  purchase, 
shall  be  tiled  in  the  Inited  States  land  office  in  tlie  land  district  in  which 
the  claim  is  situated,  whereupon,  at  tiie  ex[)ense  of  the  claimant,  the 
register  of  such  land  oilice  shall  cause  notiie  of  such  api)lication  to  be 
l)ul)lishe<l  for  at  least  sixty  days  in  a  newsjiaper  of  general  circulation 
published  iieaiest  the  clai ;n  within  tlie  District  of  Alaska,  and  the 
applicant  shall  at  the  time  Oi  tiling  such  field  notes,  plat,  and  appMcu-

plat,  toj^ctlici  with  the  appiicaf ion  t,,  |)Uicliasc.  to  he  posted  ujion  (he 
<laiiii,  and  such  |ih)t  an<l  apidication  shall  Ite  kept  posted  in  a  couHjtic- 
uoiis  place  on  such  claim  continuously  lor  at  least  sixty  days,  and 
durin;^  such  period  (d"  postii/^'  and  pul)lication  or  within  thirty  days 
tliereatter  any  person,  coi  poiation,  or  a^>^^ciation.  havin,Li  or  assertin;; 
any  adverse  interest  in,  or  claim  to.  the  tract  of  land  or  any  part 
Ihereol'  s(»i''ht  to  he  ])urchased.  may  tile  in  the  land  ollicc  where  siicli 
a|»plicatioii  is  i>endin<>',  under  oath,  an  adverse  claim  settin;;'  t'oitli  the 
nature  and  extent  thereof,  and  siuh  adveise  clainumt  shall,  within 
sixty  days  alter  the  lilin;;  of  such  ad\fr.>e  claim.  lie;^in  action  to  (jiiiet 
title  in  a  court  of  coinpetent  jurisdu'tion  within  the  district  of  Alaska, 
and  thereafter  no  patent  shall  issue  for  such  claim  until  the  tiual  adju- 
dication (d'  the  rii^hts  of  the  ]»arties,  an<l  sucdi  patent  shall  then  be 
issued  in  confitrmity  with  the  final  decree  of  the  court. 

Skc.  11.  That  the  Secretary  of  the  interior,  under  such  rules  and 
re!U:ulations  as  he  may  prescril>e,  nuiy  cause  to  be  appraised  the  timber 
or  any  i>art  thereof  upon  i»ublic  lands  in  the  District  of  Alaska,  and 
may  from  time  to  time  sell  so  much  thereof  as  he  nuiy  <leem  proper  for 
not  less  than  the  apprnised  value  thereof',  in  such  (|uantities  to  each 
purchaser  as  he  shall  prescribe,  to  be  used  in  the  IMstritt  of  Alaska, 
l»ut  not  for  exi)orr  therefiuin  And  su<di  sales  shall  at  all  times  be 
limited  to  actual  necessities  fo'  '>nsuniption  in  the  I)istri(,'t  tVoni  yeai- 
to  year,  and  i)ayments  U)r  su(di  umber  siiall  be  made  tt)  the  receiver  of 
l>ublic  moneys  of  the  local  land  olliceof  t'.e  land  district  in  which  said 
timbi'r  may  be  sold,  uiide*'  ach  lules  and  re;:ulations  as  the  iSecretiiry 
of  the  Interior  may  iuescrd)e,  ard  tin-  nn>neys  arisinu:  therefrom  shall 
be  accounted  for  by  the  receiver  ot' such  land  office  to  the<Jonunissioner 
(d'  the  Cleneral  Land  Oftice  in  a  sepaiate  account,  and  shall  be  covered 
int(»  the  Treasury.  The  1  iecrctary  ot  the  Interior  may  permit,  under 
r«><iulations  to  be  prescribed  by  him.  the  use  of  tind»er  found  ui)on  the 
l>ublic  lands  in  saifl  l)istricu  of  Alaska  by  actual  setth-rs,  resiib'Uts, 
individual  n;iners,  atid  prosi)e<'tors  for  minerals,  lor  firewood,  fencinj:, 
build inji's,  ndiiinji',  pros])ectin<;,  and  for  domestic  i)uri)oses,  as  may 
actually  be  needed  by  such  persons  for  such  )»urposes. 

Sec.  1-.  That  the  President  is  authorized  and  empowered,  in  his 
disctretion,  by  Executive  order  from  time  to  time  t<t  establish  or  <lis- 
continue  land  districts  in  the  District  of  Alaska,  and  to  define,  modd'y, 
or  chansic  the  boundaries  thereof,  and  desitjiiate  or  ciianue  the  location 
of  any  land  ollice  therein:  and  he  is  also  autiiori/ed  and  eminnvered  to 
appoint,  by  and  with  the  advice  and  consent  of  the  Senate,  a  register 
for  each  land  district  he  may  establish  and  a  receiver  of  public  moneys 
therefor;  and  tbo  rej;ister  and  receiver  appointed  for  such  district 
shall,  during-  their  respective  terms  of  ollice.  reside  at  the  place  desi«»- 
nati'd  for  tlu'  land  office.  That  the  rejiisters  and  receivers  of  public 
moneys  in  the  laud  districts  of  Alaska  shall  each  receive  an  annual 
salary  of  one  thousand  live  hundred  dollars  and  the  fees  .i)r()vide<l  by 
law  for  like  oflicers  in  the  State  of  Ore^ron.  not  to  exceed,  including 
such  salary  and  fees,  a  total  annual  compensation  of  three  thousand 
didlars  for  eaidi  of  said  ollicers. 

SEf".  13.  That  native-born  citizens  of  the  Doiuinif»n  of  Canada  shall 
be  accorded  in  said  District  of  Alaska  the  same  nnninjj  ri;;hts  and 
])rivileg('s  accord'  d  to  citizens  of  the  Tnited  States  in  iJritisli  Columbia 
and  the  Northwest  Teirito'-y  by  the  laws  of  the  Donnuion  of  Cana<la  or 
the  local  laws,  rules,  and  r  '-jridations:  but  no  greater  rights  shall  be 
thus  accorded  than  citizens  of  the  I'nited  States  or  persons  who  have

declared  their  i/iteution  to  become  sncli  may  eiijoy  in  said  District  of 
Alaska;  and  the  Secretary  of  the  Interior  shall  from  time  to  time  pro- 
mulgate and  enforce  rules  and  regulations  to  carry  this  provision  into 
effect. 

Sec.  It.  That  under  rules  and  regulations  to  be  prescribed  by  the 
becretary  ot  the  Treasury,  the  privilege  of  entering  goods,  wares,  and 
merchandise  in  bond  or  of  placing  them  in  bonded  warehouses  at  any 
ot  the  jxnts  in  tlie  District  of  Alaska,  ai'd  of  withdrawing  the  same  for 
exijortatior  j  any  ])hice  in  IJritish  Colombia  or  the  Northwest  Terri- 
tory without  payment  of  dnty,  is  hereby  granted  to  the  Government  of 
the  Dominion  of  Canada  and  its  citizens  or  citizens  of  the  United  States 
and  to  j)ersons  who  have  declared  their  intention  to  become  such  when- 
ever and  so  long  as  it  shall  appear  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  President 
of  the  United  States,  who  shall  ascertain  and  declare  tlie  fact  by  procla- 
mation, that  cfuresponding  iirivileges  have  been  and  are  being  granted 
by  the  tiovernment  of  the  Dominion  of  Canada  in  respect  of  goods, 
wares  and  mercliandise  i)as8iiig  througii  the  teriitorv  of  the  D(mlinion 
of  Canada  to  any  point  in  the  District  of  Alaska  Iroiii  any  point  in  said 
District.
